HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  465,  dated  Feb¬ 
ruary  26th,  1952,  has  been  pleased  to  report  that 
Her  Majesty  proposes  to  grant  to  Trans  Mountain 
Oil  Pipe  Line  Company,  a  company  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Canada  for  constructiong  and 
operating  an  oil  pipe-line,  inter  alia,  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia,  hereinafter  called  “  the 
Company,”  rights-of-way  over  Crown  land  for  the 
purpose  of  its  undertaking: 


That  the  Company  has  represented  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  register  the  title  conferred  by  these 
grants  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry 
Act  ”  for  the  protection  of  its  interests  therein  and 
in  order  to  satisfy  counsel  for  the  trustees  for  the 
bondholders  of  the  validity  of  the  Company’s  title 
thereto: 

That  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ”  permits  registra¬

with  the  provisions  of  section  257  (2)  of  the 
“  Land  Registry  Act  ”: 

And  that  the  Minister  remarks  that  for  the 
reasons  stated  it  is  desirable  that  regulations  should 
be  enacted  permitting  the  registration  of  these 
estates  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry

And  to  recommend  that,  pursuant  to  the  provi¬

1.  A  Crown  grant  comprising  the  right-of-way 
shall  upon  its  issue  be  transmitted  to  the  proper 
Land  Registry  Office,  and  the  Registrar  of  the  land 
registration  district  in  which  the  land  is  situate 
shall  thereupon  enter  Her  Majesty  as  the  owner  of 
the  land  comprising  the  right-of-way  in  the  register, 
and,  upon  an  application  being  made  for  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  the  Crown  grant  of  the  right-of-way 
and  upon  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Land  Registry  Act  ”  and  of  these  regulations, 
shall  register  the  title  to  the  right-of-way  by  endors¬ 
ing  a  memorandum  thereof  on  the  register: 

2.  The  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ” 
shall,  mutatis  mutandis,  extend  and  apply  to  regis¬ 
trations  effected  under  the  provisions  of  these 
regulations: 

And  to  further  recommend  that  notice  of  this 
Order  be  published  in  five  consecutive  issues  of  the 
Gazette,  and  that  the  Order  become  effective  upon 
completion  of  the  publication  therein:

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.
